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which fly abroad bere againſt you, in ſuch Numbers, by the 
Hnited Endeavours of your Enemies. You cannot readily 
imagine how much you loſe by a Neglef herein, and it*s not 
eaſy to expreſs the Grief of your Well-wiſhers, to hear the 
Church of Scotland made the Song of the Drunkard ; and 
the Ridiculous blaſphemons Stories printed here againſt Her, 
to be the common Entertainment of Debauchees, who triump| 
in all publick Places over your ſilence. May the great 
Shepherd of bis Church, whoſe Servants you are, inſpire 
304 with ſuch Counſels, that as the Church of Scotland had 
formerly Nomen inter c#teras Celebre, upon the Ac- 
count of her ſingular Unity; She may alſo be famous in 
Time to come, clear as the Sun, fair as the Moon; 
and terrible like an Army with Banners, to the*Con- 
vittion of all thoſe who oppoſe her, upon the Account of the | 
Purity of her Dodrine, and Striftneſs of her Diſcipline. 
And bleſſed be God, who has not left her without this Teſti- 
mony, that ber greateſt and moſt avow'd Enemies are ge- 
nerally the moſt Vicious and debauch'd, and vitibly 
embark'd with an Intereſt altogether deſtru&ive to 
the Proteſtant Religion, and the common Liberties 
of Europe. 
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T being undoubtedly his Majeſty's Deſign, as well as Intereſt, 

to manifeſt a fatherly Concern for the Welfare of all his 

Subjefts in General, it's unaccountable that there ſhould not 

be found a ſutable Diſpoſition in them to concur with his 
Royal Intentions, and be ambitious to out-do one another in*their 
returns of Love and Zeal for his generous and impartial Adminiſtra-

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By their Petition it's eaſy to perceive, that Presbyterian Govern- 
ment, as now eſtabliſhed in Scotland, is none of the Srops and In 
pediments which they deſire to be taken off, ſeeing they promiſe a 
Submiſſion to it, and a Concurrence with-it : And therefore the Ra- 
tification of this Government, in the Comprehenſion Af, cannot 
be that which they ſcruple, eſpecially ſeeing it doth not enjoin them 
to own it, ſubmit to it, and concur with it, as the Government of 
the Church by Divine Inſtitution, but as the only Government of 
the Church of Scotland, 

And if any ſhould object, That this may bear bard upon their 
Principles, who may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to think that Epiſco- 
pacy ſtill remains in Force. I anſwer, _- 

1. The Petitioners can have no ſuch Objeftion, for they own #: 
Terminis, that Epiſcopacy is aboliſhed : So that this can be no-Sub- 
terfuge, except they have ſome ſuch Jeſuitical Equivocation, or 
Mental Reſervation, couch*d under that Term, as that late Diltin- 
ion, of a King de Fare and de Fatto. 

2. If - they do.not believe the Abolition of Epiſcopacy de Fure, 
they muſt be de Fatto very bad Men to offer Submiſſion and Concur- 
rence with it, ſeeing whatſoever is not of Faith, is Sin ;. and ke

3. If they queſtion the Legality of its Abolition, then it's plain 
they muſt difown the Authority of their Majeſties and the Parlia«- 
ment, which makes them juſtly unworthy of their Protection, and 
liable to the Laſh of the Law. . 

But, 4. and laſtly, Iam very well aſſured, that the far greater 
part of the Scots Epiſcopal Clergy, did always pretend to believe, 
That no particular Species of Church-Government, was of Divine 
infticuri, but that it was alterable, according to the Pleaſure and 
Conveniency of the State.

Next, I would pray your DoCtorſhip to reſolve me, Whether- 
if I affirm ſuch a Man to- be a whining Fellow, who drivles at Eyes 
and Mouth, which in all Engliſh Conſtrution mult ſignify Weep-- 
ing, and another calls that ſame Man a Ludicrous Fellow in rela- 
tion to that very Action ;. I ſay, I would pray you to reſolve me, 
Whether we do not contradict one another * But if the Doctor 
have ſuch a Faculty, that he can drivle at Eyes and Mouth in Jeſt, 
confeſs that he not only deſerves the Name of Scaramoxchs, but to 
be a Merry- Andrew in the principal Booth in Bartholomew-F arr. 

But, Doctor, to argue this Point a little farther, tell me, Whe- 
ther there be not a direft Contradittion betwixt your Parties ſay- 
ing, as I cited it, Pag. 37.. That there was nothing like Fuſtice among (b 
the Pretbyterians ;, and your owning that the Preshyterian Privy-Council, 
and a Presbyterian Synod treated Dr. Canaries with | ſpecial Honour, 
acquitted him, and reproved ns Accufers ?- Really, Door, if this be 
not a Contradiction, I do-not underſtand one; but'I wiſh you un- 
derſtood*alittle more Honeſty, to quote your Adverſary fairly, and 
not leave out my Words, on which the ſtreſs of the Argument lay; 
as you did here. You make a great Noiſe with me, for leaving out 
the Word Senſe; when you oppoſe the Quality, Senſe and Intereſt 
of your Party againft ours; and yet- charge me falſly with ſaying, 
that Nero and Julian the Apoſtate had the advantage of the-Primi- 
tive Chtiſtians, in Ouality: Senſe and Tntereſt ; whereas I only ſaid 
in Quality and Intereſt; which you cannot deny. But, DoCtor, 
Fle allow you Senſe too, and yet the Argument will hold pretty 
well ; for Nero and” Fulizn the Apoſtate, were Men of much better 
Education and Seriſe roo,” if} we -mean Philoſophy, 'or Natural Wiſ- 
dom,. thao any. of the Apoſtics, Paul excepted : And yet the 
Chriſtian'Religipn'is no T6fer by it, for St. Paul himſelf declares, 
that not many Wiſe, not, many Mighty, nor not many Rich are called", 
and here is Quality; Senſt ar/d- Intereſt allowed to be on the ſide 
of our Enemies by the Apoſtle ; fo thar-the Presbyteriahs- might 
yield all three'to the Prelatiſts, and be no loſers in their Cauſe —_ . 
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bleſkd be God, we need not, for we have the King and Parliament 
on our Side, and I hope there's uality, Senſe and Intereſt enough to 
over ballance you. Then you alledg, 'that I own your Honour 
and Integrity ; whereas I only tell you, that it's none of my Buſineſs 
ro queſt ion it ;- but the Inſtances they are charged with, come under none. 
of thoſe Heads : which' to any Man but the: Doctor, would be un- 
derſtood a denial of itz and therefore your Dottorſhip muſt either' 
confute thoſe Inſtances, or yield your Cauſe 3 for I ſilt ſay it's noge 
of my Buſineſs to queſtion their Honour and Integrity in Terminis, 

But, Doctor, to make an ed of our Logical Controverſy ; look 
to the laſt Page of your Poſtſcript, and tell me, Whether thoſe 
wordshe begins bis Book with a Lie m the Title Page ; or this Propa- 
ſition,that ſuch a Book was printed for Thomas Anderſon at Char nNg- 
Croſs, i 4 Lie, be Affirmative or Negative ? Doctor, I maintain 
the former, and for this reaſon, bene bets 13 ſomewhat affirmed 
of the Subjet : And to make ir plain to every Capacity-that they 
are Affirmative, let*s try whether they be the ſame with theſe Pro- 
poſitions z He docs not begin his Book with a Lie, or.that ſuch a 
Book was printed for Thomas Anderſon at Charing-Croſs, is not a 
Lie ; which are undoubtedly Negative. 

Doctor, I preſume that you have not forgot the Logical Canon, 
Ut propeſitio ſit Negativa,neceſſe eſt particulam Negands,vel tots propoſiti- 
ont premitts, vel Copule & verbo adjettivo habents vien Copulandi umme- 
diate addi. Pray, Sir, either ſhow the Particle of Negation in your 
Propoſition, He begins his Book with a Lie in the Title Page, or yield 
the Cauſe. 

But ſeeing you are pleaſed to ſay further, That if you called me 
4 Liar ;, though ſuch a Propoſition ſounded like an Afirmartzve, yet 
it wasno Affirmative Propoſition, but finally reſolved into a Ne- 
gative, and can no otherwiſe be proved than as a Negative may, 
I demonſtrate the contrary thus. You know that entire, is de- 
rived from Contra mentem ire, and therefore you will excuſe the 
Latin ;

Now, Doctor, 1 prove the Minor. thus, You ſaid, That Haſfide 
denies that ever he was perſecuted by Sir George Mackenzie, which 
you muſt know to be an Untruth ; for Halſide never denied any ſuch 
thing. - And thus, DaCctory I have called you a Liar, and proved it 
as an Affirmative ;z and ſubmit it to the Judgment of all Ince 
_ whetncr 
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whether it be you, or Mr. R. 5,44 diſcovered their Ignorance of 
the Difference betwixt a Negative and an Affirmative Propoſition ? 

Dottor, as for the mighty Advantage you imagine to your ſelf, 
becauſe of the AC of the Aſſembly enjoining the Covenant to be ta- 
ken by Students at their firſt entrance to the Collese 3 you will find 
it not ſo great as you believe, for you did cquiv-cate at beſt, in 
ſaying, It was required of Children at Schools: By which one 
might have thought, that it was impoſed upon Children before 

they could read. And according to your wonted Honeſty, you 
charge words upon me, that I never wrote, viz. That I believed 
the Covenant was required of little Children that offered to take 
Degrees of Maſter of Arts, about the Age of thirty Years; where- 
as I mentioned no ſuch thing as thirty Years in thar Caſe : and here- 
upon, DoCtor, I make bold to call you a Liar , which according 
to your Logick, is no Affirmative, and therefore I hope you won'r 
be angry. 

But further, Doctor, although it be the Cuſtom now for Chil- 
dren to go tothe Univerſities at Twelve or Fourteen, which yet is 
rare, except you mean the Humanity Claſs; it was not ſo uſual ia 
1638, or the Time of the Covenant, which I believe your Do@or- 
ſhip may have heard, if you don't remember it. But after all, 
Doctor, I own that 1 did not remember the Act, nor have not the 
Adtts of the Aſſembly by me, but yet I was as near the Truth in my 
Suppoſition, as you were in your Allertion, if Schools be taken 
in the loweſt ſenſe. 

But, Doctor, becauſe I do not love to be in your Debi, Vie an- 
ſwer your Queſtion in Pag. 54. and ſhew, that you are as ignorant 
of your own Adts, as I am of our Afts. Your Af of Unifor- 
mity obliged all Eccleſiaſticks to renounce all Obligation from the 
Covenant on them, or any other, to endeavour any Alteration of 
Church-Government. And by the Corporation Act, all Noncon- 
formiſts were obliged to ſwear, That they would never endeayour 
any Alteration of the Church-Government, or elſe they were not 
ſuffered to live within five Miles of a Corporation. And not only ſo, 
but all Veſtries,Corporations,and Militia,were {worn never to endea-- 
your any Alteration of Government of the Church. So that now 
I hope your Doctorſhip has received more than a ſufficient Anſwer 
to. your Demand, to let you know, if ever Clergy-men were 
turn'd out of their Livings upon their denying to promiſe, [neither 
dire(tly nor indirectly to alter an Eccleſiaſtical Government. For 


here you ſee it is impoſed upon Laicks, and therefore we hope 
H that 
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* that the Church of England will find no reafon to complain, that 
this is impoſed upon our Eccleſiaſticks. And whereas you caution 
me not to run up and down, and make a Noiſe as if you oppoſed 
an At of Parliament, for you only diſpute againſt the Opinion of 
blind Zealots, who have no more regard to the Peace of the Nati- 
on, than to the Order of Epiſcopacy : In truth, Door, I think 
itis reckoned Treaſon in Scotland to impugn an Act of Parliament ; 
and King and Parliament both, are thoſe blind Zeators azainlt 
whom you diſpute, for they have in the Aft, eſtabliſhing Presbytc« 
ry, declared it moſt agreeable to the Word\of God. But your 
Dotorſhip is wiſer than they all, and ſays, It cannot be reconcild 
to it, no more than to the former Settlement of Presbytery ; and 
yet the laſt Act eſtabliſhing Presbytery, does only ratify the ACt of 
1592 : But ſuch Contradiftions are venial in the DoCtor. 

As to St. A»ſtin's Epiſtle to St. Ferome, your Doctorſhip is fo 
much Cock-a-hoop, that it's but reaſonable to chaſtiſe your trium- 
phant Ignorance, by citing it : And therefore if you pleaſe to read 
his 19th to St. ferome, you will find theſe words, Duamvis ſecundum 
benorum vocabula, que Eccleſie uſus obtinuit, Epiſcopatus Presbyterio ma- 
jor eſt, in multi tamen, &c. Now, DoCtor, I think here's the Anti- 
quity of Presbytery acknowledg'd, and nothing more but a Je 
bumanum of Epiſcopacy aſlerted, which was all that I ſaid ; though, 
according to your ordinary way,you falſify my words. And whereas 
you are- pleaſed to argue for Epiſcopacy, from the Jewiſh Church- 
Government,as having. a High-Prieſt above the other Prieſts;l won- 
der you do not alſo argue for Circumciſion to be join'd to the reſt of 
your Jewiſh Ceremonies ; and perhaps you might, if it were only 
to be impoſed upon Laicks. Burt I am afraid that your High-Prieſt 
Paterſen would never conſent to it, bzcauſe, for a time at leaſt, it 
would mar his and ſome other of your Clergy-mens Gallantries. 
But, Doctor, is not there a viſible diſparity in the Caſe ? Can you 
fay that the Office of a Biſhop, is as diſtinctly ſet down as different 
from a Presbyter in the New Teſtament, as that of a Prieſt and 
High-Prieſt in the Qld ? For though you find the Name of Presby- 
ter given to all above a Deacon in the New Teſtament, yet you find 
the Offices of Apoſtle, Evangeliſt, and Presbyter, to have their 
ſ>ecifical Differences 3 but ſo you'can never do as to Biſhop and Preſ- 
byter, who are the ſame in Name and Office ; but that” yoy let ſlip 

 through- your Fingers. "G Pt 

F, Simon, though a very great Friend to the Engliih Prelatiſts, 
concerning whom be ſays, Zue des tons les Seftaires ils approchent le 

| plus 
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plus de I Egliſe Romaine dans ce = regarde la Diſcipline Eccleſiaſtigne. 
He does not run ſo high as the Doftor, but ſays cnly, That comme 
dans chaque Synagogue il y avojit un Preſident on Chef de Synagogite, de 
meme dans les prenaeres Aſſemble des Chretieng il y avais un Chef que, 
"quelques Peres ont nomme Preſident, & i! eff appelle dans le Nouveau 
Teft ament Eytque & pretr: ou anucien.

Now, Doctor, I hope you will allow Father Simon to be as well 
vers din Rabbinical Learning as your ſelf : You ſee that he only 
inſinuates their Imitation of the Jews, but nothing of a Divine 
Warrant; and plainly owns, that the Superiority of Biſhops over 
Presbyters, is meerly of humane Original. Burt 1 muſg tell you fur- 
ther, Doctor, that your Argument from the High-Prielſt of the 
Jews, will be more concluſive for a Pope : And if this be not ar- 
gued like a Gentleman of his Guard, it's however argued like 
one that wiſhes him well. For your brag as to St. ferome, recon- 
Cile it to his Commentary on T3t«s, or your own Opinion with Dr. 
Hollana*s K. Fames the 6th*s Profeilor at Oxford, Arch-biſhop Whwu. 
gifts, Dr. Falk's, and others of the Church of England. The firit 
in an At at Oxford, July 9g. 1608. concluded, That it was con- 
trary to the Scriptures, Fathers, Doctrine of the Church of Eng- 
land,and Schoolmen, to ſay that Epiſcopatus eſt ordo diſtiniiuns a Preſ- 
byteratu, eq; ſnperior Fure Divo, | 

And in the next place, DoCtor, as 4 further Anſwer, conſider, 
That there was no {anding Officer appointed ia the New-Telta- 
ment-Church above a Deacon, but a Presbyter. And Clemens, who 
lived in the firſt Century, in his Epiſtle to the Corinthians, telling 
them, That God in tie Jewiſh Church, appointed a High Prieſt, 
Prieſts and Levites, names no other Orders of Miniltry 1n the 
Chriſtian Church, but Biſhops and Deacons ; His words are Kore 
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CROTNS AG TEUTHY BY THy = Teoyvwny enhypiTes TH\fon xoTt- 
gnoy TSS Tpdapnmerss, Note, this ovoun imports here dfiwu, 
becauſe, Pag. 57 & 58, he ſhews, that the Controverſy was not a- 
bout the Name, but Dignity of Epiſcopacy, becauſe they were- 
about depoling their godly Presbyters or Biſhops. 

But, Doctor, my next Attaque ſhall be upon your Evidence, Sir 
William Paterſon, who is pleaſed to treat Mr. Kidpath with the gen- 
teel Terms of Fullain, Raſcal, Varlet, &c. though at the ſame time 
Mr. Ridpath is content to refer it to any Herald in Scotland, Whe- 
ther the- Family whence he is deſcended, or Sir Wikiaz's-be the beſt. 
It can be very well iaſtructed, that, the Family of R5dpath is of the 
fame Original with the Gordons, both by the Heralds Books, their 
armorial Bearings, and conſtant Tradition. And I think there's 
none will deny; that the Family of Gordon: is one. of the eldeſt and 
zreateſt Families in Scotland. The Hiſtory of Doxglas does alſo 
own, that their Princely Family did not think it below them to 
eſpoaſe the Quarrel of that of Rzdpath, the beſt Families of the 
Mers, as thoſe of Swinton; Cockburn, ,&c.. will not diſown their 
having been allicd- to them : And there's yet a Monument in Cran- 
fbaw's Church, at the Head of that which was formerly the Baron 
of Ridpath's Seat, demonſtrating, that one of our Kings did not 
thiak-it below him to be the Gueſt of that:Family, and to honour 
them-with his Company to Church. This I have much-ado to pre- 
vail with Mr. X:dpath to let paſs, as being of the Opinion, that all 
Sach- things are but Vanity; and that ſola Virtw nobilitat ; nor 
would he have indeed ſuffered: it, but that his malicious Enemies. 
think it their Intereſt to revile and vilify him, becauſe, forſooth, 
he was a Servant ; though at the ſame time he-was never Servant 
toany Man, but in-a Station becoming a Scholar, and thinks it no 
diſgrace to be ſo ſtill : And as for being Servant to the two Sons 
of one Mr. Grey, it's falſe ; he had no concepn but with one of- the 
Greys, and that was as an Aſſiſtant in his Studies ; and that Gentle- 
man did then, and does ſtill treat him as his Companion, nor is he 
alham'd to own that he ſerves Mr. Grey now. 

As for Dr. Carts having found the Sond of Combination, as he calls 
it, upon Mr. R. it's alſo falſe ; nor was ever the Original Bond 
found 'by any of your Party ; though Mr. Maffey, who was his 
Regent,, had a foul Copy of the Bond-from- Mr. Grey, which muft 
be that, if there be any, that is in the Council Office : And if it 
be there, he dares refer to it to prove Sir William's Falſhood, as to 
that Clauſe inviting Prentaces, and all others, to join in the- Allo- 
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ciation, for there was never any ſuch in it. But leſt Sir Willa, 
or any. of his Gang, have corrupted it, I ſhall by and by exhi- 
bit an atteſted Copy to prove what 1 fay : And it is as falſe that any 
Ring-leader of the Presbyterians, or any other, were concern'd in 
framing the Deſign beſides the Students themſelves. Nor was it 
ever delign'd as a Prologue to any Rebellion,as Sir Filzam does aver. 
Neither has Mr.R.any reaſon to believe that he would have been ſpa- 
red, could the Law have reach'd him, or could they have found a 
Jury to have condemn*d him ; for the Proceedings againſt him on 
that Head, were univerſally abhor'd by all Proteltants ig general, 
thoſe of Sir William and the Doctor's Kidney excepted. As to the 
Benefit which Mr. R. had by the D. of York's Clemency,we ſhall hear 
anon : And as to the falſeneſs of his Anſwer to the D. of Rothes, and 
other great Lords, he defies Sir Williem to inſtance in one. 

But to ſet this whole Matter in its true Light, take this ſhort but 
true Narrative of it. Mr.R, having,upon reading the account of the 
Pope burning at London, moved it firſt himſelf to ſome of his fel- 
low Students; the Deſign was ſo laid afterwards, that it could 
not well, nor did not miſcarry ; though the two Mr. Greys, Mr. Gu- 
thry, Mr. R. and otherg were taken up the Night before the burn- 
ing of the Pope, on deſign to prevent it; and after the Buſineſs was 
done, examined by Sir George Mackenzie, the King's Advocate : 
but Mr: R. being ſufficiently polleſſed with the Apprehenſions of the 
then raging Tyranny, he refus'd to anſwer, though threatned with 
Torture, till he was perſwaded thereunto by his Regent, Mr. Maſſey, 
who told him in a very Friendly manner by himſelf, that my Lord 
Advocate only deſir?d to know whether any other than the Stu- 
dents were concerned in the Contrivance for if it happened to 
be ſo, that it was only a Project of their own, the Council would 
paſs it over asa puerile Buſineſs ; whereupon Mr. R. confelled, that 
he drew the Bond, and after ſeveral Queſtions upon that Head, 
was diſcharged, which was a very unpardonable Blunder in that 
great Lawyer, if the Matter had smported High Treaſon, as Sir 
William alledges. But that this was fo in Matter of Fatt 3 Mr. R. 
appeals to Mr. Maſſey, who is ſtill a Regent at Edinburgh; and 
though no Knight, yet a. Perſon of better Reputation than ever 
Sir William was. But though Mr. KR. was ſet thus at Liberty, 
2 Storm immediately ſucceeded the Calm ;. ſome malicious Per- 
ſons: having ſpread it- about, that the Students had threatned to 
burn the Provoſts Houſe, which ſtood about a Mile from the Town? 
if. be would not releaſe their Comrades from Priſon ; the Houſe was 
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in a ſew Days after burnt by ſome Papiſts, as was ſuppos'd, to 
bring an Odium upon the Colledg ; but the Students were all of 
them at Liberty before, ſo that they had no further Ground of 
quarrel,and a barrel of Powder with the King's Ammunition-Mark, 
which the Students could never have come by, was allo found near 
the place. However the Council iſſued a Proclamation, charging 
it upon the Students, and ſummoning the Regents to appear with 
ſuch and ſvch of their Scholars to anſwer it: and Mr. R. being one 
of thoſe named, his Friends advii:d him to withdraw, becauſe 
they knew his Danger, both as a Presbyterian and framer of the 
Bond, but eſpecially becauſe there was no due legal Courſe obſerved 
in thoſe Days. Yet he was fo conceri'd for his Repntation, and 
that of the Univerſity which he had engaged in the Afﬀair of the 
Pope- burning, that he would not abſcond, but appear*d on the Day 
of Summons; and being examin'd on the Head of the Bond, for 
burning the Pope; refusd to anſwer at firſt, becauſe he was ſum- 
moned for his alledged"Acceſlion to the burning of Prieft-field. But 
the Council declining that, and-mfiſting upon the other, and Mr.R, 
knowing that he had confelied to Sir Geerge Mackenzze, as above, 
that he had writ the Bond, did again own it before the Council. 
And after many other Queſtions wherein the Biſhops were ſevereſt 
vpon him, the D. of Rothes was very favourzble to him, upon no- 
tice 'of his Relation to Mr. Thomas Ridpath of Fulfordlees. But 
Mr. R. being ordered'to withdraw to-a Corner of the Room, while 
the” Council edvisd what to do, Sir W. Paterſon, then Clerk to 
the Council, came to Mr. &. and pretending a deal of Friendſhip, 
ask'd him, If he went to Church ? which Mr. KR. refuſing to anſwer, 
this generous Knight went immediately to the Council-board, and 
moy'd them to ask the Qneftion, -whict heightned their Reſent- 
ments, but eſpecially that of the Biſhops againſt him. Mr. &. was 
herevpon ordered'to Priſon ; and as the Macer was carring him out 
at the Council Chamber-door, Mr R. perceiving that there was 
abundance of SpeCtators, and remecmbring that the'whole Colledg 
was falſly charged with the burning of S:r James Dick's Houſe, then 
Lord Provoſt, for ſuffering. them to be ſo mach #buſed, he thought 
it requiſite, ſeeing he was the only Studcrit commirred, to tel) the 
Speftarors,in his own Vindication,that it was owly for burning the . Pape. 
Sir W. Paterſm, who repreſents theſe words fakely, being behind 
Mc. R. when he:faid fo, pull'd him back by :the Bait, ' and reviVd 
him before the Gouncil,in much the ſame Language 'that he uſes now 
In his Lefter. And the D. of Rethes, the Prefident, Mentor: -- 
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for Mr. R's cloſe Confinement Shake Pen, Ink, or Paper, or any 
Friends having Liberty to come and ſee him, without his Order. 
And thus, DoCtor, you have an Account how your Evidenee, Sir W. 
Paterſon, aCted both the part of an Informer and Hangman againſt 
Mr. R. and therefore it's no wondcr that he ſhould vilify one whom 
he had {5 much abug'd. | 
Mr. R. bcinz confin'd, as above, was kept cloſe Priſoner for five 
Weeks, and removed from Room to Room to prevent his clcape 
or reſcue, without any Friends having liberty to ſpexk wirh him, 
but in preſence of the Keeper, who, from time to time, brought 
him Word that he was to be tortured, as ind-ed the Council kad 
threatned him, or ſome ſuch, diſmal Meſſage. Ana at the ſame 
time the Univerſity was broke up, the Students baniſh'd the City, 
and an extraordinary Guard ſet upon the Prilon ; bu: that ever 
Mr. R. was laid in Irons, as Sir I/. fays, is falſe, though he did very 
much wonder at the Providence of his eſcaping the Boet,. or a fe- 
cond Examination. However two other ſnares were 14d for him 
at the ſame time : the firſt was, by putting in one Fohn A7urray in- 
to the ſame Room with him, who was condemned for an Opinion 
which ſome of thoſe poor oppreſſed People called Caneronians, be- 
gan then to broach, that Charles Il. ought not to be own®d 2s King, 
becauſe he had broken the Covenant on which he took the Crown, 
and that a ſmall number of about 2o or 30 Men had declar'd his 
Forfeiture at Sanqhair., This Man being much fupzrior to Mr. ®. 
in Years, and very Zealous for his Opinion, they thought he wou'd 
infett Mr. R. with it,-and fo they might hang him by clear Law : 
but a worthy Miniſter, ſuppoſed to be the Reverend and Learncd 
Mr. Tamiſon, having found means to convey Notice of the Deſign 
to Mr. R, it was not only fruſtrated, but Mr. R. proved an Inſtru- 
ment to ſave his Fellow-Priſoner, by convincing him of the nnres- 
ſonableneſs of his Prittgiples ; and perſwading him to petition the 
Council, -which with the Taterceiſion of his Friends procur'd his 
Pardon, thovgh he was juſt ready to have been led co Execution. 
Mr. R. having been 5 Weeks in cloſe Priſon, was upon his Pe- 
tition allowed the Liberty of the Houſe ; and alittle aftcr the-Coun- 
cil paſſed a Sentence of Baniſhment upon hi, without calling for 
him to ſhew a reaſon why :, And at that ſame time they laid a 
24 Snare for him by ordering-him to ſign a Bond, obliging himſelf 
fo depart the Kingdom. in ten Days, and ncfer to return without 
their Licence, on pain of being holden pr» Confeſſo, as guilty of 
the Burning of Prieſtfield abovementioned, ard puniil*d accordingly. 
But 
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But Mr. R.. did utterly reject it, becauſe he perceived. the Deſign, 
though they thought, that bcing a young Man, and uneaſy under 
Confinement, it wonid have gone down glibb, and then they would 
have had occaſion of Calumny at lealt not only againſt him, but 
the whole Colledg, though they never examined him upon that 
Head when he was before them. Mr. R. petitioning the Duke up- 
on this unreaſonable Bond, and deſiring only that the Penalty might 
be altered, it was granted, and Mr. &, was ordered to give Bond, 
and a Bondſinan, for 2000 Mark Forfeiture, if he did not depart the 
Kingdom .in 10 Days, and never return without their Licence ; 
which was accordingly done March 10, 1681. 

This is a true Narrative of that Afﬀair ; and now, Door, Mr. 
R. is not afraid to leave it to any true Proteſtant to judg, whether 
his Part in it, or that of your Prelatical Council, and particularly 
the gallant Knight Sir W. Paterſon, was moſt honourable ; eſpecially 
if Mr. R's Years, and other Circumſtances, be duly conlidered.

And, Doctor, becauſe I would make 2n end with what concerrs 
your ſelf all together, that Story of your being found with a Wo- 
man among the Corn,l had from Mr. Skeals, formerly Servant to the 
Counteſs of Dundonald, and now herein Town ; which he is ready 
to own, and will take his Oath that he heard ic of you in Scotland, 
though at the ſametime he is willing to ſignify ſo much to you, that 
he had a more honourable Imployment than to be your Pimp. 

Dottor, as for your ſaying, Pag. 19. that I accuſe Sir George 
Mackenzie of having perſecuted Haiſide, and that he falſly denies 
all the Malicious Fictions that I have heaped together on that Sub- 
jet : Really, Dottor, I perceive you are in a ſinking Condition, 
when you lay hold on every Twig ; but if you had afted like an

Evidence, Sir Wiliam Paterſon, or the miſtaken Narrative of any 
Stranger, by what Title ſoever dignified or diſtinguiſh'd : and 
thus, Doctor, you may ſee that I had better Foundation for what | 
wrote on that Head, than my own Petulancy, as you are pleaſed 
to word it. I leave it to you and your Journy-man Fobnſton to 
forge Stories, I'le aſſure you it's none of my Practice. 

But, DoCtor, ſeeing you are ſo great a Patron of Sir George 
Mackenzie's Memory, pray ſend to enquire of your Friends, Whe- 
ther he did not reſtore fifty Guinies to fohn Hamilton of Boggs, 
Halſide's Brother, which that Gentleman had given him to be 
laved from the Penalty for refuſing the Teſt, for fear that Boggs, 
who was brought as an Evidence againſt Mr. Ezechiel Mongomery, 
one of Sir George's Informers, ſhowid have found himſelf obliged 
in Conſcience to diſcover it, if the Queſtion ſhould have been ask'd 
at him, Whether or not Sir George had any of his Money to ſave 
him from taking the Teſt ? And at the ſame time, Doctor, en- 
quire, Whether Monk{end, another Brother of Halſide's, was con- 
demned upon the Evidence of Thomas Stevens, Cottar to Hamilton 
of Woodhall, though it was proven that the ſaid Stevens ſwore, that 
he would ſwear againſt all the Gentlemen of the Country for 1 3 d, 
2 Penny a plece, and all the Yeomen for - a Penny a Piece. I am 
confident, Doctor, that #aiſide will deny none of this, though [ 
doubt not but he is ſo much a Gentleman, as to acknowledg the 
Kindneſs which he receiv'd from Sir George, when he was arraign'd 
for his Life the fifth time, both in ſaving him from taking the T eſt, 
and from Priſon, for refuliag of it : Though at the fame time I 
have heard. ſo much of Zalfide's Temper, that Ple preſume fo far 
upon him, as to conjecture, that he boeght it dear enough. And

Dattor, I have other Employment, than to anſwer ſuch rafcally 
and vilanous Libels as yours ;, ard therefore have not confin'd my 
ſelf to your Meihod, but took your chief Matters to: task,, at fuch 
ſpare Minutes as my Hurry weuld allow, and. -as/ they offer*d them» 
ſelves to my Thoughts, referring the reſt ta anather Qpportanity ;- on- 
ly, Dotor, let me adviſe you, net to be continually 1enarus Elerchr, 
nor to trifle as you have done hitherto, in attaquing the Qui-skirts,

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and paſſing over the chief of what I wrote, that does not becons 
the Courage of a Cadee of Dunbarton's Regiment, nor the Learn- 


ing of an Elect Biſhop, &c. And I muſt beg your Pardon, to ac-
